certain persons; requiring anursing home to promptly comply with arequest by
alicensing authority to review certain files; defining a certain term; and
generally relating to a family council in nursing homes.

16 © A NURSING HOME SHALL GIVE EACH NEW OR PROSPECTIVE RESIDENT
17 THE FOLLOWING WRITTEN INFORMATION ABOUT THE FAMILY COUNCIL:

18 (1) THE NAME, ADDRESS, AND PHONE NUMBER OF A CURRENT MEMBER

3 4 THE PUBLIC FILE MAY BE REVIEWED BY A RESIDENT, PROSPECTIVE
4 RESIDENT, OR THE REPRESENTATIVE OF EITHER A RESIDENT OR PROSPECTIVE

5 RESIDENT DURING NORMAL BUSINESS HOURS AND AT ANY OTHER TIME THE

6 NURSING HOME AGREES TO MAKE THE PUBLIC FILE AVAILABLE.

7 (5) THE NURSING HOME SHALL PROMPTLY COMPLY WITH A REQUEST
8 BY A LICENSING AUTHORITY TO REVIEW THE RECORDS IN EITHER THE PUBLIC OR
9 REGULATORY FILES.

10 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
11 October 1, 2004.
